The New Roosevelt Doctrine. 


Mr. Roosevelt's new "confession of faith," delivered 


to his followers at the Chicago convention on Tuesday 
will lose much of the power to startle from the fact that it 
had been discounted by advance notices which have been 
allowed to creep out from Oyster Bay, warning us to be pre' 
pared for something sensational. Colonel Roosevelt had 
admitted in advance that he expected his views to be 
termed anarchistic and socialistic, and altogether had 
worked, public expectation up to a point where it would 
not have been surprised at the most fantastic political 
theories human ingenuity .could devise. 


That Mr. Roosevelt has started across unbroken 


ground will be perfectly evident in a comparison of his 
"contract with the people" and the pronouncements of' 
other political leaders as well as of the previous declar- 
ations of Mr. Roosevelt himself. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing feature of the "contract" is the proposed exteasion of 
the judicial recall, for which he has already been sharply 
criticized, and as if to take the traditional bull by the 
horns he now carries the proposition to a point where he 
advocates not only the recall of federal court decisions, 
but leaves one to infer that lie would leave not even the 
supreme court outside the pale of a recall possibility. 
Some recent instances of occasion for criticism of two or 
three federal judges may have led Mr. Roosevelt to urge 
an extension of his original recall ideas, as it will doubt- 
less convince some voters of the soundness of his doctrine. 
/•Bat whether by design or otherwise, Mr. Roosevelt leaves 
U'S to infer that he would also provide a recall in the case 
of every position from the presidency down to pound- 
master. This is a day of changing views, but we do not 
'believe the general public will subscribe to a doctrine so 
extreme as that. 


With many of his doctrines the average man will find 


little cause for disagreement, though he leaves us groping 
in .doubt as to how he proposes to put them in effect. This 
, is notably true in the case of the use of the government 
to assist workmen to become part owners of the business 
in which they are employed, and Jeaves it open to denun- 
ciation as a vagary and a cheap bid for popular favor. For 
the trust which refuse to obey the law he proposes 
"thorough dismemberment "which may prove to be merely 
another name for some of the recent "dissolutions" which 
have resulted in little or no popular relief. His advocacy 
of some measure to secure "social and industrial justice to 
vfageworkers" will strike a popular chord, as will also the 
regulation of labor conditions that will insure adequate 
returns and adequate protection for the fruits of toil. He 
. falls in line with other parties in the demand for presiden- 
tial primaries, direct election of senators and like means, 
including national health and conservation measures. The 
colonel declares his belief in the principle of protection, 
and he advocates a revision schedule by schedule, admit- 
ting that the people are in rebellion against the unjust ap- 
plication of the tariff in favor of the interests, and wants a 
permanent tariff commission to revise the schedules and 
.give everybody the more or less famous "square deal." 
The address as a whole will strike the average reader as 
remarkable for the scope it covers, and amazing for the 
size of the''"contract" Mr. Roosevelt is willing to under- 
take to perform. Those who have been following Mr. 
Roosevelt's leadership will find much in it to admire, and 
his enemies may be expected to very quickly locate the 
vulnerable points in the structure he has reared. Whether 
it is the means of changing a vote or not, it is»a striking 
contribution to the campaign literature of the year.

Why It Ii Called the Business System. 


The business system of government for 


Indiana cities ia so called with good rea- 
son. Its title has been chosen with a 
view to describing both its purpose and 
its method. It does not mean that it 
is a system of government especially for 
business men or business interests. 
It 


doe* not mean that only business men 
can hare part in it or carry it on. It 
dees not mean that its benefits are for 
a few and that'the people have been 
overlooked. 
It is called the business 


system because that expresses the pub- 
lic need it is intended -to supply. It is 
described as the business system because 
under its operation business expertness 
and efficiency, business honesty and pro- 
gressiveness will be 
established 
and 


maintained for the benefit of the people 
•who pay to support1 it and who must 
live under it. 


In nothing have the people of Ameri- 


can cities suffered more than in the un- 
businesslike forms, methods and prac- 
tices .of their local government. 
The 


fallacy that city rule is entirely politi- 
cal and that its affairs must be man- 
aged by partisan division and control 
has for a century been assessing a tre- 
mendous cost on all who pay 
taxes. 


Business science applied to the practical 
concerns of government has had no con- 
sideration until very recently. It has 
become almost an unwritten law that a 
municipal corporation shall pay more for 
what it buys than any other interest 
would have to pay, whether it be for 
materials or for service. It is almost 
the universal practice that the heads of 
government shnll be 
chosen 
by 
the 


vhanees of politics and that all city em- 
ployment shall be parceled out as re- 
ward for party service. Fitness has cut 
little or r.o (ifrure in selecting men for 
office and merit has had as littl weight

Such a system is contrary to good sense 
and is hostile to progress. It makes ef- 
ficiency impossible, causes waste, leads 
to corruption and constantly cheats the 
people who pay taxes. 


The affairs of a city are almost en- 


tirely business affairs. 
Upon the prin- 


ciple that the city's business is the citi- 
zen's business, the business system of 
government has bean baaed. Under the 
business system it is held to be juat as 
wrong for the government to cheat a. 
taxpayer as it is for a private concern 
to cheat a customer. It is held to he 
as great folly for a municipal corpora- 
tion to waste money, to pay too much 
for what it buys, to employ incompe- 
tent help, to neglect its property and 
diminish its assets, as it is for private 
corporations .to do these things. It is 
held to be immoral and wicked to make 
taxpayers pay for what they do not get. 
It is held that the waste, extravagance 
and costliness of municipal government 
will cease when true business principles 
and methods are practiced in the man- 
agement of a city's business. It is held 
to he as necessary for the _city to be 
served by erpert efficiency as for any 
other interest to be served in that way. 


From first to last—from 
abolishing 


partisan politics to the institution of a 
scientific plan of business management 
of city affairs—the business system of 
government is based on common sense. 
It does not destroy a single political 
right. It makes home rule more demo- 
cratic than it ever has been. It gives 
the people control all the time. It is 
not a government for business men by 
business men^ 
It is a government b) 


the people for the people—and if more 
for one class than another, then for 
thos\ of small or moderate means to 
whom efficiency and economy in the citj 
government must mean the most.

The New Roosevelt Doctrine. 


Mr. Roosevelt's new "confession of faith," delivered 


to his followers at the Chicago convention on Tuesday 
will lose much of the power to startle from the fact that it 
had been discounted by advance notices which have been 
allowed to creep out from Oyster Bay, warning us to be pre' 
pared for something sensational. Colonel Roosevelt had 
admitted in advance that he expected his views to be 
termed anarchistic and socialistic, and altogether had 
worked public expectation up to a point where it would 
not have been surprised at the most fantastic political 
theories human ingenuity .could devise. 


That Mr. Roosevelt has started across unbroken 


ground will be perfectly evident in a comparison of his 
"contract with the people" and the pronouncements of 
other political leaders as well as of the previous declar- 
ations of Mr. Roosevelt himself. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing feature of the "contract" is the proposed extension of 
the judicial recall, for which he has already been sharply 
criticized, and as if to take the traditional bull by the 
horns he now carries the proposition to a point where he 
advocates not only the recall of federal court decisions, 
but leaves one to infer that lie would leave not even the 
supreme court outside the pale of a recall possibility. 
Some recent instances of occasion for criticism of two or 
three federal judges may have led Mr. Roosevelt to urge 
an extension of his original recall ideas, as it will doubt- 
less convince some voters of the soundness of his doctrine. 
.-But whether by design or otherwise, Mr. Roosevelt leaves 
us to infer that he would also provide a recall in the case 
of every position from the presidency down to pound- 
master. This is a day of changing views, but we do not 
believe the general public will subscribe to a doctrine so 
extreme as that. 


With many of his doctrines the average man will find 


little cause for disagreement, though he leaves us groping 


.. in .doubt as to how he proposes to put them in effect. This 
,is notably true in the case of the use of the government 
to assist workmen to become part owners of the business 
in which they are employed, and .leaves it open to denun- 
ciation as a vagary and a cheap bid for popular favor. For 
the trust which refuse to obey the law he proposes 
"thorough dismemberment "which niay prove to be merely 
another name for some of the recent "dissolutions" which 
have resulted in little or no popular relief. Bus advocacy 
of some measure to secure "social and industrial justice to 
wageworkers" will strike a popular chord, as will also the 
regulation of labor conditions that will insure adequate 
returns and adequate protection for the fruits of toil. He 


. falls in line with other parties in the demand for presiden- 
tial primaries, direct election of senators and like means, 
including national health and conservation measures. The 
colonel declares his belief in the principle of protection, 
and he advocates a revision schedule by schedule, admit- 
ting that the people are in rebellion against the unjust ap- 
plication of the tariff in favor of the interests, and wants a 
permanent tariff commission to revise the schedules and 
.give everybody the more or less famous "square deal." 
The address as a whole will strike the average reader as 
remarkable for the scope it covers, and amazing for the 
size of the"'contract" Mr. Roosevelt is willing to under- 
take to perform. Those who have been following Mr 
Roosevelt's leadership will find much in it to admire, anc 
his enemies may be expected to very quickly locate the 
vulnerable points in the structure he has reared. Whether 
it is the means of changing a vote or not, it is»a striking 
contribution to the campaign literature of the year.

lic need it is intended -to supply. It is 
described as the business system because 
under its operation business expertness 
and efficiency, business honesty and pro- 
gressivenees will be 
established 
and 


njaintained for the benefit of the people 
•who pay to support it and who must 
live under it. 


In nothing have the people of Ameri- 


can cities suffered more than in the un- 
businesslike forma, methods and prac- 
tices .of their local government. 
The 


fallacy that city rule is entirely politi- 
cal and that its affairs must be man- 
aged by partisan division and control 
has for a century been assessing a tre- 
mendous cost on all who 
pay 
taxes. 


Business science applied to the practical 
concerns of government has had no con- 
sideration until very recently. It has 
become almost an unwritten law that a 
municipal corporation shall pay more for 
what it buys than any other interest 
would have to pay, whether it be for 
materials or for service. 
Tt is almost 


the universal practice that the heads of 
government shall be 
chosen 
by 
the 


•.•'nances of politics and that all city em- 
ployment shall be parceled out as re- 
ward for party service. Fitness has cut 
little or no figure in selecting men for 
office and merit has had as littl weight

It is held to be 
as great folly for a municipal corpora- 
tion to waste money, to pay too much 
for what it buys, to employ incompe- 
tent help, to negleci its property and 
diminish its assets, as it is for private 
corporations .to do these things. It is 
held to be immoral and wicked to make 
taxpayers pay for what the}' do not get. 
It is held that the waste, extravagance 
and costliness of municipal government 
will cease when true business principles 
and methods are practiced in the man- 
agement of a city's business. It is held 
to bo as necessary for the city to be 
served by expert efficiency as for any 
other interest to be served in that way. 


From first to last—from 
abolishing 


partisan politics to the institution of a 
scientific plan of business management 
of city affairs—the business system of 
government is based on common sense. 
It docs not destroy a single political 
right. It makes home rule more demo- 
cratic than it ever has been. It gives 
the people control all the time. It is 
not a government for business men by 
business men. 
It is a government by 


the people for the people—and if more 
for one class than another, 
then for 


thosii of small or moderate means to 
whom efficiency and economy in the city 
government must mean the most.
